Fetal pig disséttion. Speed and velocity experiments. Aero- 
dynamics. Identifying microbes. These are lab experiments that 
you may have done or are about to do in your science classes. In 
Earth Science, Biology, Chemistry, or Physics, strapping on a 
pair of goggles and observing what happens in a test tube or 
organism is almost an everyday thing. “I like the bacteria labs 
from Biology II,” says biology teacher Bill Corwin, when asked 
about his favorite labs. Biology II also does an experiment on 
crossbreeding fruit flies for certain traits such as small vestigial 
or regular wings and red or white eyes. When asked what was 
the grossest thing about being in Biology II, senior Amber Kelso 
said “Though I don’t find the stuff gross, it’s probably the fruit 
flies.” In Curtis Barker’s Physics class, seniors have done projects 
ranging from using roller coaster to illustrate the concept of 
kinetic and potential energy to elasticity to surfing to “Bungee 
Barbie.” “Bungee Barbie” was a project by Amber Kelso that 
demonstrated the physics of bungee jumping such as gravity 
and spring effects.
